similar ttlect upon mulea and donkeys 
add reduces pigs to complete nakeiloesn. 
Horses are said to recover when fed ei- 
closively on corn and erase, but the ne-w 
half Is of a diflerent color and tenure 
from the old, so that the animal ia never 
quite the same as it was. One instance! 
n cited In which the animal lost Its 
hooff, too, and had to be kept In slmgB 
till liiev grew again 
and 
hardened. 


Ruminant animals are not thus aflected 
and the growth ol the plant is actually 
encouraged in the Bahamas as a fodder 
plant for cattle, shfep and goats.
